THE COOLIE. TRADE TO PERU, 
We willingly give insertion to the sub- 
joined letter, which reached us just in 
time to appear contemporaneously with 
his dae on the coolie trade printed 
in“our . Overland. The writer is under 
@ wrong impression in supposing that 
the China Mail has attacked the Govern-’ 
ment of Peru in its recent references -to 
the trade. . We: have expressed disap= 
proval of the course taken by the Gov- 
ernment of Hongkong, in permitting thé 
resumption ‘of the emigration from’ this 
port of coolies to..Peru, as. it seema.to 
indicate‘a tacit-consent to the only means 
by which: “ cargoes” can be obtained— 
ie. by ‘kidnapping. Fifteen years ago, 
British ships were prohibited from taking 
coolies ‘from ‘this ‘port to the Chincha 
Ishinds, where - they : were’ reduced to a 
atate of slavery. “Official assurances" 
being given that the abuses complained 
of had: been. remedied, the prohibitory 
proclamations werg withdrawn.’ Lately 
the. Governor: of Macao interdictéd: the 
trade from that port, in consequence of 
official information received from Liina, 
but has permitted the resimption of it as 
the grounds of prohibition are alleged not 
to oxist. . Of the value of Chinese labour’, 
in Poru we have not any doubt, but we 
do‘not believe that the labour market 
there-will ba supplied from China on the 
purely. voluntary principle, The letter 
appended. hereto is fairly written, and 
itg tone is philanthropic enough, but. for 
all ‘that there will be very little, if any, 
voluntary emigration of Chinese-labour- 
ers from Hongkong to Peru, and of 
course unlawful pressure on them will 
not be permitted., At any rate it will 
be exposed. a ;

Dea Ster,—Iu.-your recent. remarks on 
the re-opening of the coolie emigration from 
Macao,to Peru you appear to me.to have 
dealt rather unfairly, although, [ have no 
doubt uniatentionally, with the: Peruvian 
Government and people, and have involved 
in your censures not merely the few specu- 
lative ‘firma who have embarked. in the 
trade.in emigrants but the whiole Peravian 
nation and the statesmen now presidiug 
over. the destinies of that country, ‘Ihe 
Porayian Govérnment is by no meaus in 
favor of inunigration of Chinese into Peru. 
unee at least in the history of the'trade it 
hus interfered to stop the traffic entirely, 
or to. regulate it. Tue majority of the Pe- 
Tuvian nation are averse to it. All the 
better meu-of the Kepublic tolerate it solely. 
because otherwise the. work of the country |. 
could not be carried on, Peru followed 
the noble example: of Kngland and, to its 
own serious injury for the time being, fred 
all the alavea within its limits ud puta 
stop absohitely to the further. introduction 
of. Africans. for plantation purpuses,. In 
1821, when Poru declared its independence, 
slavery “of all kinda was abolished: in 
theory by: the very first article of the 
new constitution. ~ In 1850 Pera be- 
cane. a party to the. Treaty for. the 
suppression of the Slave trade, In 1855 
after along and long bloody civil war the 
last remnants of slavery were atamped out 
by the victorious party under the leader- 
ship of. the great Uastilla, and the planters 
ebinpensated for the loss.of their slaves at 
the expense to the State of several millions 
of dollars. Since then all branches* of in- 
dustry have suffered more or leas, asin the 
British West (udian Islands, and succes- 
sive governments have done their best to 
supply from various sources the lack of 
labourers.” Kmigrauts have been invited 
from all parts of the word, from Ireland, 
from Germany; from the.Hast Indies and 
from .Uhina. ‘The Chinese alone. have 
proved.of any value, and, although -the 
Goyernment would: prefer any other. class 
of immiyrants to the Chinese, they are sv 
suited to the climate, so industrious and sv 
tlirifty, that it cannot, with any regird for 
the interests of its. people interfere to pre- 
sent the influx of labourers go- admirably 
suited’ to ‘supply the. shortcomings ’of the 
liberated slaves. At the-sawe time the 
Peruviau Government does all it can to 
regulate the: traffic and to accure . the 
cumfort."“and freedom of the emigrant 
But, a8 in’ tngland, Government inter- 
fereas aa. little as° possible with ita people, 
losying them free as air'to manage t! 
own affiirs subject to the. laws. “TLese 
laws are made equally for’ the. rich: and 
poor, for the native-born Peruviaa and for 
thie Chinese immizrant. ‘Peruvian Courts’ 
are open toallalike. Itis seldom that 
the Government of Peru interfores in 
inatters which in England are left to private 
eisterprise or to private charity, ‘The State 


in @-newly orgamsed couniry cannot and 
dood not undertake to feed the poor. It is 
only when. great calamities fall upon the 
country, as famine or pestilence, that the 
State. steps iu to aid private effort, As to 
the late stoppage. of the emigration from 
Macao on’ the representation of the Portu 

guese Consul at Lima, 1 -who have just 
retarned frum Peru can safely say. that 
although the late terrific earthquakes hare 
produced much loss aud sufferivg and mi- 
sery, the- Chinese laborers are no worse off 
than their employers, and that the charita- 
ble associations of the country have. long 
since provided for: the poor aud houseless 
of -allclasses,. aided a8 these assvciations 
were by most liberal’ nesistarice from Hug. 
land, and encouraged’ by the praises. and 
kind words of the English people. . There 
has been no mutilation of Chinese by their 
employers, no branding, no -turture.

For special Russian 
orders, a few chops of finest Teas—Sung 
Yang, and- Cheong Sou ‘Kui—have eom- 
manded very high rates say Tls. 314 a Tle, 
34 per picul, but with that exception, the 
highest price paid has Yeon Tis, 3t per 
picul. Finest Teas’ maintain their-value, 
but the fine. and grades below are baing 
bought with great caution, and prices have 
a drooping tendeney. . 7 : 

The quality of the crop is-generally con- 
sidered to be under the average, and the 
supply of finest chops is unusually small. 
In the cup the Teas are strong. but som 
what wanting in flavor, and in the ‘make o 
the leaf generally they are. very deficient,

Kais. are, in some-cases, fully eqnal to any

The quantity of Cotton goods imported 
in 1868 was nearly 900,000 pieces, while 
the total imports of ‘the same article ‘in 
1867 was about 330,000. he. increase 
since the year 1864 has’ beon steady, but 
the great jump: of over 600,000 picces this 
year is. most marked. The question that 
naturally suggests itself ia whether such a 
sudden sxpanaion of trade is the result of a 
transitory cause, or is based on a legitimate 
development of the use of English woven 
cotten cloths by the Chinese .of this Pro- 
vince. -Thé fact of the Chinese drawing 
auch large supplies of Foreign cotton goods 
tbrongh Chefon, ‘would -be presumptive 
evidence that such goods’stood them in at 
a lower price than their-own fabrics. In 
thia case, however, mo ‘such. theoretical 
i ition is. required to. bring out the 
truth. The fact is ‘evidént that Chinese 
manufactures, during 1868, have not been 
able to compete against the moderate prices 
at'which English cotton cloths have been 
sold, .~- : : S 

The direct trate from. Great Britain 
bas now @ permanent footing at this port, 
and the oredit of forming it is due entirely 
tothe firm of Fergusson & Co. British 
Merchants, who have been established here 
since the opening of the port ; and. whose 
energy and perseverance in. developing 
British Commerce in North Chiuais deserv- 
ing of the highest praise. This year nine 
vessels have reported direct from England, 
with cargoes of Ooal, Metals and. Piece 
Goods. The résult of importing direct 
from England has proved so satisfactory, 
that I hear other of the British Firms have 
followed ‘in the footsteps of Fergusson & 
Co. Goods by direct shipment: are laid 
down here much cheaper than if import- 
ei from Shanghai, the freight by steamer 
from the latter Port being as great a3 that | 
charged all the’ way from England, to say 
nothing of the additional : Insurance &e., 
do. - ‘The arrival at one time of auch quau- 
tities of goods it was thought would swamp 
the market; it is most satisfactory therefore 
to see’ tliat these anticipations bave not

In Woolleas and Woollen: and Ootton 
Mixtures there also appear to be a large 
and steady increase. ‘The year 1868, daw 
8,302 ‘peculs of Chinese grown cotton 
imported into this Province, “being 3,000 
peculs over the four previous years. 

Coal imported from Kngland, Australia 
and Japan, and consumed entirely by thé 
foreign steamers trading - between - this, 
Shanghai and 'Tientsin, and veisels of war 
calling here, bas also increased over former 
years, er 
: Ovrom—shews an increase over. last year 
of more than 1,000 chests; it is surmised 
that it will reach o much higher figure this

“The demand for ‘Sugar and. Paper seems 
to have increased for they figure much. high-

Tho wild silkworm is bred in large quan- 
tities by the country people of Shangtung, 
and a great deal of wild silk is produced 
annnally, in thisimmediate neighbourhood, 
in the central part of the province and iu 
the vicinity of Tsi-nan-foo. The silk cloth 
nade from this wild silk is brought to ‘this 
port for ae, It is thought possible (and 
there seems no reason ty doubt it) that the 
wild silk worm muy be acclimatized in 
Europe. : 

The stuff made from the wild silk ia used 
by the Chinese for,summer clothing, and is 
- very strong and. wears extremely well. 

A. Breakwater across the.east eutrance 
of thia Harbour ia grvatly needed to render 
this ‘a perfectly safe anchorage at all sea- 
sons and during any weather.

THE CAPTURE OF TRE ‘AMERICAN 
. BRIG MARY LOWELL. . 

By the arrival of the schooner Margaret, 
from Ragged Island, which port she left on 
16th inst., we hava been put in possession 
of the following ‘startling intelligence by 
Mr Walter Wilson, the custom-house officer, 
stationed at the rnbove port, who states that 
he was on bnard of, and in charge of, the * 
American brig Mary Lovell, in the capaci- - 
ties-of pilot and custom-house officer, and 
that he had been ao fora period of 18 daya, 
and that he had the hatchways sealed down 
with the seal of her Majeaty’s customs :— 
On the afternoon of thé 15th, about 20 
minutes. past 4 p.m.,.I was in the aot of 
removing the.brig Mary Cowell from Man-, 
.of: War anchorage to a aafer place known 
as the Harbour, when I was. ordered. to 
heave too and lower my sails, by, the com- - 
mander of the Spanish gun-boat Andalusia, 
who’ firiding that [ did not do so at once, 
gave the order three times, in a loud voice, 
to fire into ‘us. Upon.this 1 immediately 
hove to, when a boat came alongside, con- 
taining 15 men, well armed, under the 
command of two offcera, one of whom 
demanded permission to come: on board. * 
I replied that he might-do so-aa a 
private individual, but ot in an 
Official capacity, upon which he came on * 
board. We had-not, however, beenin con- - 
yersation more than a minute or so, when ~ 
an ofder from the captain of the ,gun-bost 
was given to the’men in the boat to board 
tle brig, which they accordingly did, and 
immediately took formal possession of the 
vessel, IL may here montion that the order _ 
three times given to fire into us was pre- . 
vented from being carried into execution 
by an officer, who placed .his hand on the 
cap of the gim to prevent its being fired, 

1 remonstrated with the . officer who 
boarded me (who, bythe way, could speak 
Huglish fluently) in as ‘energetic a manner 
as was consistent -with my dnty, askin 
whether ho was awaru of the illegality au 
gravity of the act which he was about to 
c:mmit, and whether he know that the 
brig Mary Lowell, under my charge, was 
an Amurican vessel, and that she was in. 
British waters, and under British protec- 
tion, and, moreover, that 1 was an officer 
in the employ of her Majesty’s government 
of the Bahamas, to: which he replied that 
he was only obeying the orders of his supe- 
rior officer. He then ordered me to get in 
the boat and go on board the gun-boat, as 
the commander wanted to see me. 1 then, 
with the six mon that were with me in the 
brig—four of whom, belouged to her, and 
two of whom J had brought from the shore 
—got into the boat and- proceeded to the 
Spanish man of war. On going on board, 
{ asked the ‘captain. what his: intentions 
were, and what he. wanted with me, tu 
which he simply replied that I must at once 
go on shore. To enable me. to do so he- 
gave mo the boat belonging to the Mary 
Lowell, in which my brother, George: W. 
Wilsou, who. was on board the man of 
war, togethur with myself and the two. 
men -frein the shure, reached the land, 
The other four men belonging to the brig, 
who were all British subjects, were detain- 
ad. as prisoners’ on board a Spanish 
gun-boat. . During the éntire of ‘the 
above proceedings, as narrated by me, 
the American flag was flying from the main 
peak of the brig until I was obliged to 
‘lower my sails, when it waa carried to the 
side of the vessel and spread over the rail. 
On our leaving the Mary Lowell the Ameri- 
can flay waa-removed, .aud, almostly im- 
mediately afterwards, the brig was made 
fast to the gun-boat, and proceeded with 
to seain a south-weaterly direction, . Such ~ 
is the plain and simple statement of au 
officer in her Majesty's customs of as gross 
an insult as ever was offered ta the British 
flag—an outrage so wanton and unipardon- 
8 lo in its nature us to-immediately demand 
-that the most prompt. and, vigorous mea- 
sures be at once adopted. to vindicate the 
honour and integrity of ths British Empire,
